Visiting Writers Series continues 


Montreal, Quebec, October 17, 1980 -- The continuing Visiting Writers 
Series, sponsored by the English Department of Concordia University, will 


play host to four British poets in two separate events during the month of 


November. 
As part of their second annual tour, Three British Poets ~- Dannie 
Abse, Fleur Adcock and Adrian Henri -- will read from their work on November 


3 at the Loyola campus' Vanier Library Auditorium. 

Doctor/poet Dannie Abse, born in South Wales and now a resident of 
London, England, is one of the most highly regarded poets in Britain. Abse 
was Visiting Poet at Princeton University during 1973-74, and edits Best 
of the Poetry Year for Robson Books. He is well known for his autobio- 
graphical works, and his plays have been widely produced in England. His 
award-winning play House of Cowards was included in Harcourt Brace's 
Twelve Great Plays. Abse is also a regular contributor to the BBC. 

Dannie Abse's other works include the plays The Dogs of Pavlov, Three 
Questor Plays, Gone in January and Pythagoras, and articles for The Sunday 
Times, New Statesman, Encounter, The New Yorker and TLS. In addition to 
publishing six books of his own poetry, he has edited two anthologies of 
modern verse for the Penguin and Faber publishing houses. 

Fleur Adcock, a native New Zealander, has spent much of her life in 
the U.K. She was married to poet Alistair Campbell and, until 1979, was 
librarian at the Foreign and Commonwealth Office in London. For her 
several books of poetry, including The Eye of the Hurricane (1964), Tigers 
(1967), High Tide in the Garden (1971) and The Inner Harbour (1979), she 
has been awarded the Cholmondeley Award, five New Zealand awards, an Arts 
Council Creative Writing Fellowship at the Charlotte Mason College of 


Education in Cumbria, and a Northern Arts Fellowship in Literature at the 


University of Newcastle. 
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Adrian Henri, a Liverpudlian, is a poet/painter/singer/songwriter/ 
lecturer. From 1961 to 1967 he taught at the Liverpool College of Art, and 
for the next three years led the poetry/rock group "Liverpool Scene". His 
works of art have been featured in a number of international festivals, and 
he has toured Europe, Scandinavia and the United States. His work has 
appeared in 24 art exhibitions, including 10 one-man shows. 

Henri's publishing credits include the editing of four anthologies of 
twentieth-century verse, the publication of seven books including Tonight 
at Noon, City, Autobiography, I Want, Environments and Happenings, The Best 
of Henri and From the Loveless Motel: Poems 1976-79, plus two plays: I Want 
(a Guillaume Appollinaire Show with Mike Kustow in 1968), and Yesterday's 
Girl, a musical play for Granada TV in 1973. Henri has also recorded three 
LPs in England. 

The second lecture, on November 14 at the Sir George Williams campus, 
will feature Gael Turnbull, a British poet first published in Trio with Eli 
Mandel and Phyllis Webb. A general practitioner and anaesthetist by profession, 
Turnbull's literary work has appeared in Northern Review, Contact and 
Canadian Forum here, and in several magazines in the U.S. ‘Two books, 
Trampoline and Scantlings, were published in London and New York respectively, 
and a "Selected Poems" is due from Anvil Press (London) next year. 


Turnbull has several verse anthologies to his credit as well, including 


two from Penguin: Children of Albion and British Poetry Since 1945. 


Both events begin at 8 p.m., and are free and open to the public. The 
Loyola campus is located at 7141 Sherbrooke Street West, and the November 14 
lecture is to be held in Room 420 of the Hall Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve 


Boulevard West.

Médecin et poate, Dannie Abse, originaire de South Wales et actuel- 
lement domicilié 4 Londres (Angleterre) est 1'un des poétes les plus en vue 
de la Grande~Bretagne. Po@te invité 4 Princeton University durant l'année 
1973-1974, c'est sous sa direction qu'est publié pour Robson Books Best of 
the Poetry Year. I1 est bien connu pour ses oeuvres autobiographiques et 
ses piéces ont 6té beaucoup jouées en Angleterre. Sa pi€ce House of Cowards 
lui a mérité un prix et a été comptée au nombre des Twelve Great Plays de 
Harcourt Brace. Abse collabore aussi réguliérement aux émissions de la BBC. 

Les autres oeuvres de Dannie Abse comprennent notamment les piéces 
The Dogs of Pavlov, Three Questor Plays, Gone in January et Pythagoras ainsi 
que des articles pour The Sunday Times, New Statesman, Encounter, The New 
Yorker et TLS. I1 a publié six recueils de po@mes et a dirigé la publication 
de deux anthologies de poésie moderne pour les maisons d'édition Penguin et 


Faber. 
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Fleur Adcock, originaire de la Nouvelle-Zélande, a passé 1a majeure 
partie de sa vie en Grande-Bretagne. Mariée au poéte Alistair Campbell, elle 
était jusqu'en 1979 bibliothécaire au Foreign and Commonwealth Office de 
Londres. Pour ses nombreux recueils de poémes, y compris The Eye of the Hur- 
ricane (1964), Tigers (1967), High Tide in the Garden (1971) et The Inner 
Harbour (1979), elle recut le prix Cholmondeley, cing prix de 1a Nouvelle- 
Zélande, une bourse de création littéraire du Arts Council, valable au Char- 
lotte Mason College of Education de Cumbria et une bourse Northern Arts en 
littérature valable 4 la University of Newcastle. 
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Le Liverpoolien Adrian Henri est poéte, peintre, chanteur, compo- 
siteur et conférencier. De 1961 & 1967, i] a enseigné au Liverpool College 
of Art et durant les trois années qui ont suivi, i] a dirigé le groupe de 
poésie et de musique rock "Liverpool Scene". Ses oeuvres d'art ont fait 
partie d'un grand nombre de festivals internationaux et i] a fait une tour- 
née en Europe, en Scandinavie et aux Etats-Unis. Ses oeuvres ont fait par- 
tie de 24 expositions, dont dix expositions particuliéres. 

Adrian Henri a dirigé la publication de quatre anthologies de 
poémes du XX© si&cle et i] a publié sept livres, dont: Tonight at Noon, 
City, Autobiography, I Want, Environments and Happenings, The Best of Henri 
et From the Loveless Motel: Poems 1976-79, plus deux piéces: I Want (spec- 
tacle de Guillaume Appollinaire avec Mike Kustow en 1968), et Yesterday's 
Girl, comédie musicale pour 1a télévision de Grenade en 1973. I1 a aussi 
enregistré trois microsillons en Angleterre. 

La deuxiéme activité, le 14 novembre au campus Sir George Williams, 
mettra en vedette Gael Turnbull, poéte britannique dont les po®mes ont été 
publiés pour la premiére fois dans Trio avec Eli Mandel et Phyllis Webb. Mé- 
decin de médecine générale et anaesthésiste de profession, Turnbull a publié 
ses oeuvres littéraires dans Northern Review, Contact et Canadian Forum ici, 
ainsi que dans plusieurs magazines des Etats-Unis. Deux livres, Trampoline 
et Scantlings, ont été publiés a Londres et a New York respectivement et 
l'anthologie "Selected Poems" doit paraftre 1'an prochain chez Anvil Press 
(Londres).
